Loop Restaurant Flooded. 
L, E. Heinly, proprietor of a restaurant 


in the basement of the Crilly building at | fo 


Monroe and Dearborn streets, hastily or- 
Sanized a bucket brigade a hundred 
strong, recruited among employés and 
patrons indiscriminately, and set them to 
work balling. In twenty minutes, how. | 
ever, water in the restaurant was a foot 
avd a half deep, 

The flood poured into the engine room 
of the building and‘Yextinguished the fires 
under the boilers. Lights went out and 
the elevators quit working. 


Threatens to Sue City. 

D. F. Crilly, owner of the building, 
found a sewer pipe had breken. He esti- 
mated the damage to the restaurant, 
Which recently was redecorated at a cost 
of $16,000, at $1,000, and promised to bring 
suit against the city. 

“The sewers of Chicago are a disgrace 
to the city,” he said. “ They are just as 
tney were fifty-five years ago, and they 
were inadequate then. The sewers should 
be on a level with subbasements instead 
cf with basements, and should be big 
enough to drive a team of horses 
through.” 


New Sewer System Needed. 

City engineers hailed the storm as 4 
substantiation of their contention that 
Chicago needs @ new, modern sewer sys- 
tem. 

‘* Plans for a new system have been heid 
up on the theory that subway construc- 
tidm would soon begin,"’ said George C. D. 
Lenth, assistant chief engineer of sewers 
for the boerd of local improvements. “* It 
was thought advisable to construct sew- 
ers and subway at the same time. This 
storm has been an iltustration, though, of 
the immediate need for larger sewers, re- 
gardiess of what is done about the sub- 
ways.” 


Big Hotels Hard Hit. 

The Auditorium and Congress hotels 
also suffered. The subway connecting the 
two was flooded with several feet of wa- 
ter, as were the Congress barber shop and 
the kitchen, the west entrance, the 
restaurant, and the buffet in the Audi- 
torium. 

The Café Vienna at 214 South State 
street, another basement restaurant, also 
was flooded. Samuel Roth, the manager, 
said a State street main on a level with 
the restaurant floor had broken. 


Flees Barber Shop. 

Frank Hapsburg, boss barber in the 
Grand Pacific shop, was shaving a patron 
when water shot up through a drain in 
the tiled floor. The man in the chair ran 
upstairs without waiting to have the 
lather wiped from his face. The hotel 
laundry and storeroom were flooded ag 
well as the barber shop. 

At the Consumers building, 220 South 
State street, the first basement was 
nooded when the sewer backed, and the 
water cascaded into the subbasement, 
The water will be pumped out today. 


Telegraph Service Periled. 

A serious tieup of telegraphic service 
eas threatened when the basement of 
the Western Union building was flooded. 
Fart of the water came from a backing 
sewer and the rest poured through a door 
opening on a court several feet above the 
first floor level. 

The electric light and heating plants 
were put out of commission, but firemen 
arrived in time to save the telegraphic 
connections, The flood was several feet 
deep when the fire engines started pump- 
ing.

STORY BY DANNENBERG. 
“I came upon the scene just a few 
minutes after the shooting,'’ said Morals 
Inspector Dannenberg.

GRADUALLY REOPENED. 


‘The “ last stand " of the habitués ofthe 
south side “ redlight " district during the 
last few years has been marked by pro- 
tection, graft, and bitter opposition to 
the efforts of reform organizations. 
Until two years ago the levee was wide 
open. The First ward bali had been abol- 
ished, but the countless rows of disrep- 
utable houses that stretched south from 
Sixteenth to Twenty-second street along 
Dearborn street and Armour avenue ran 
wide open. 

‘The report of the vice commission head- 
ed by Dean Walter T. Sumner and the 
efforts of other agencies focused public 
attention on the evil. The first attempt 
to stamp it out was made by the special 
committee of the city council in the sum- 
mer of 1912. Nothing wasdone, however. 


Wayman Gets Busy. 
Then came the ‘“‘ wash ’’ grand jury in- 
vestigation under the late State's Attor- 
ney J. E. W. Wayman. The jury met on 
Sept. 27, 1912, ostensibly to wipe out the 
social evil in Chicago, Virginia Brooks 


evilyexisting in West Hammond, and the 
jury heard evidence om the vice in that 
suburb. 

Attorney Carl A. Waldron went before 
the grand jury to tell about the condi- 
tions in the south side levee. He offered 
to tell what he knew, but he was not al- 
lowed to do so. The story of the myste- 
rious force which seemed to oppose the 
real inquiry into south side conditions 
was printed exclusively in THE TRIBUNE 
ou Sept. 28, 1912. Mr, Waldron demon 
strated what was happening. The polit- 
ical forces were at work to keep the in- 
vestigation in West Hammond. 

A few days later State's Attorney John 
E. W. Wayman startled Chicago by an- 
ndunocing that he would chose the entire 
levee district and then it would be up to 
the police to keep it closed. He declared 
Lhe waa tired of being made the goat by 
reform organizations who blamed him 
for wide open conditions. He said Mayor 
Harrison had promised to back him up in 
his war on vice and keep the district 


leClosed, 


Levee Panic Stricken. 

For the first time Chicago's underworld 
was absolutely panic stricken. For the 
first time the oft published threat to 
stamp out segregated vice was being car- 
ried out. Red lights no longer gleamed. 
Day after day, after the campaign started 
on Oct. 6, raid after raid was made under 
the direction of Mr. Wayman. And be- 
fcre he left office a few months later, the 
levee was ‘‘ closed,”’ after a serics of the 
most spectacular raids ever made in Chi- 
cago. 

One of the leading aides to the state's 
attorney was William C. Dannenberg, 
who had been appointed inspector of 
moral conditions. He was formerly an 
agerit of the federal department of jus- 
tice. 

Under pressure of the various civic or- 
ganizations, who had interested them- 
selves in the fight, a fair degree of su- 
pervision was maintained in the district 
during the first part of last year. Then 
came the appointment of Maj. M. L. C. 
Funkhoueger to the position of second dep- 
uty superintendent of police, with spe- 
cial powers to handle the vice problem. 
From the day of his appointment he was 
harrassed by the efforts of forces seek- 
ing to reéstablish the old district. A suit 
was filed which sought to have him made 
a bankrupt. 


Police Do Little, 

With Mr. Dannenberg he kept up the 
raiding of vice resorts in the Twenty- 
second street and Cottage Grove police 
districts, where the regular police did 
nothing. The Committee of Fifteen, 
which succeeded the vice commission, as- 
sisted. But the work of the second dep- 
uty's office could not prevent the grad- 
val return of a semblance of the old 
conditions. 

In April of this year attention was 
thrown on the problem again with the

He lived at 6021 Aberdeen street. Of- 
floer Merrili entered the police depart- 
ment May 18, 1914, and was assigned 
to the second deputy’s office. 

John ©. Sloop was born Feb. 238, 
1878, in Allegheny, Pa. He was for- 
merly a teamater and lived at 2813 
West ‘twenty-second street. He was 
put on probation as am officer March 
7, 1907. In September of the same year 
he entered the police department. He 
acted as chauffeur for Capt. John J. 
Ryan of the Warren avenue station 
but was later transferred to the de- 
tective bureau. On Feb. 13, 1914, he 
was made a second class detective ser- 
geant. 

Fred Amort joined the police 
force on March 16 of this year. He 
was formerly a park policeman in 
Omaha, Neb., where he was born in 
1888. He lives at 1514 South Spring- 
field avenue. Both he and Merrill are 
stili on probation in the police depart- 
ment, not having been in the service 
long enough to qualify as regular 
members.

Lid Is. Lifted. 

Several weeks ago signs of a gradual 
removal of the police lid on the redlights 
became noticeable to the public. Roy 
Jones’ old place at Twenty-first street 
and Wabash avenue, bearing the name 
of Bert A. White, began to sell drinks 
all night in their upstairs café. 

The Cadillac café, run in connection 
with the notorious Cadillac hotel, also 
switched on their electric flash eign and 
began selling drinks all night. Jordan's, 
the Rose café, and other notorious levee 
ealoons ran wide open all night. 


Jordan’s Dive Raided. 

Suddenly Funkhouser’s men started 
things. Several resorts, said by the police 
to be closed, were raided. A few days 
later Chief Gleason's men closed John J. 
Jordan’s dive at 2008 South Wabash ave 
nue, “ Freddie’ Train’s old place. Jor- 
dan was arrested. Meanwhile the Cadil- 
lac and others ran full biast. 

Jordan's was almost immediately re- 
opened. Then Maj. Funkhouser made a 
“ personally conducted " raid on Jordan’s 
last Tuesday morning at 1:30. The place 
was well filled. Forty men and women, 
many of whom had automobiles wasting 
for them in front of the saloon, were 
taken to the station. 

The same night Funkhouser’s men 
raided three resorts and took twenty-two 
prisoners.

OPINION HITS WOMAN YOTE 


Ex-Judge Holds They Cannot 
Ballot for County Board. 


COURT FIGHT PROBABLE. 


— 


Suffrage Friends Pin Faith to Judge 
Owens to Save Them. 


Another eleventh hour appeal to the 
courts to straighten out the kinks in Chi- 
cago’s election machinery is promised 
over the question of the eligibility of wom- 
en to vote for members of the county 
| board.* 

Former Probate Judge Charles 8. Cut- 
ting, who recently defended the conetitu- 
tionality of the woman 6uffrage law be- 
fore the high tribunal, yesterday pre- 
pared an opinion that women cannot vote 
for county commissioners, but may hold 
the office. 

Coincident with the Cutting opinion 
some of the women’s champions ex- 
pressed the belief that County Judge 
Owens would ignore all such opinions and 
rule that women legally may vote for 
county board members, 

Progressive party leaders said they were 
almost certain Judge Owens would sweep 
all eontrary opinions to one side at the 
last moment and throw down the bars | 
to the woman electorate. 

‘Unless Judge Owens has changed his 
mind recently I believe he will rule with 
us that women should be allowed to voté 
for county board members,’ said Harold 
L. Ickes, chairman of the Progressive 
county committee and director of the 
siate making conferences. 


Bosses Lack “Nerye’” to Fight. 

“Tf he does so rule, who's going to 
appeal to the courts? I don't believe any 
of the old party bosses have got the 
nerve to attack such a ruling, for the 
women are going to be a big factor in 
Chicago politica from now on.. Besides, 
as 1 understand it, there ig plenty of 
legal argument in suppert of the women 
being permitted to vote for these offices," 

The case has been presented to the 
election commissioners and argued ex-+ 
haustively. Their opinion, when drafted, 


the final ruling. . The eleetion officials 
have indicated a leaning toward the wom- 
en’s contention and the political leaders 
have got the idea that Judge Owens may 
sustain them. 


Ruling at Last Moment. 

The opinion from the County court, 
whatever it may be, is not expected until 
the laat moment, which will meke court 
action extremely difficult. 

Another disquieting agpect of the situa, 
tien for those who de nyt believe women 
are entitled legally to vote for commis, 
sioners ie the vacation time of the Su- 
preme court. The next term does not 
open until October. The primary is in 
September. 

Any one who desired to fight Judge. 
Owens ruling, if it should favor the 
women in this contention, would be forced 
into the Superior or Circuit court with 
@ petition for a restraining order based 
on the alleged illega! expenditure of the 
taxpayers’ money.

Factory Owner Asserts Contractors 

Announcement that Walter Gordon 
Merritt, attorney for the American Anti- 
Boycott association, would furnish the 
special grand jury which is investigat- 
ing labor blackmail oharges under the 
direction of District Attorney Wilkerson, 
with numerous instances of violationa of 
the interstate commerce laws, caused a 
turore among business agents yesterday. 

John J. Fitapatrick, president, and Ed- 
ward Nockels, secretary, of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, calied on the dis- 
trict attorney and demanded that they, 
too, be allowed to testify before the jury. 
Mr. Wilkerson aseured them that he 
would be glad to have them doso. The 
labor officials are declared to have told 
the prosecutor that the anti-boyoott as- 
sociation had been a far more persistent 
violator of the law than had the business 
agents. 


Oppression Laid to 

Any testimony that Mr. Merritt mignt 
ofter, they said, should be teken with a 
large grain of salt, because of the op- 
preasive and domineering tactics used by 
the association jn forcing union men to 
use nonunion materials. 

Joseph Mitchell, gecretary of the Mc- 
Laughlin Building Material company, 
appeared before the grand jury in ine 
morning, after which the sessions were 
adjourned until Monday. John J. (Boss)

Bowdle Alarmed by Wedding 
of Heiresses to ‘Titles. 


WOULD PUT ON HEAVY TAX 


Tells Why He Favors Taking 25 
Per Cent of Foreign Incomes, 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) | | 

Washington, D.C., July 16.—{ Special. }— 
Representative Stanley Bowdle of Ohio, 
who abhors titles, made public a state- 
ment today in support of his bill proposing 
that a tax of 25 per cent be levied on the 
incomes of all persons who marry titled 
foreigners. 

At the same time Mr. Bowdle gave outa 
list of twenty American women who have 
married into the nobility; all of whom de- 
rive large incomes from property in the 
United States. 

‘‘Severai years ago it was suggested 
that we tax inheritances in this country,”

The dangers of the beaches are not always fe- 
vealed te the most skillful and cautious swimmers. 
They easily catch the unobservant or the unin- 
formed and words of caution eught to be pressed 
upon all who are inclined to go carelessly inte the 
surf and take their chances with undertow and cur- 
rents, 

For years the city hag been urged to make use of 
its Igke shore advantages. The efforts to open up 
beaches have been persistent anil slowly successful. 
Stretch after stretch has been put at the disposal 
ef the people and ways of getting to the lake from 
interior parts ef the city have been bettered. This 
has all been in the direction of wholesome use of a 
great natural advantage. 

Now there must be a supplemental effort te teach 
people to use the lake wisely, to protect them from 
hazards that are avoidable, from the dangers hid- 
den under a smooth and unthreatening surface.

VER since Buddah pronounced rice 
the most sacred vegetable it has 
been cultivated and used as the 
chief sustenance in China, Japan, 
and India. 

We, in this land of plenty, do not real- 
ige its value, and it needs take a medici- 
nal quality to call attention to its virtue. 
When we are assured that whole nations 
practically live on rice—nations of hard 
working, strong, and healthy people—we 
need not fear that a diet of rice, contin- 
wed for two or three weeks, will weaken 
us. We area meateating nation. There- 
fore a diet of vegetables or rice will 
change the whole system of digestion in 
a few days, and for the better. 

Just as people need changes of climate, 
from heat to cold and then back again, so 
do they require an absolute change of 
diet. To benefit the skin and digestive 
organs and beautify the complexion, rice 
ia the best vegetable we have. The diet 
should consist only of rice, boiled or 
steamed; bread, butter, and water. Rice 
has a smaller percentage of protein than 
almost any other food and gives the 
bodily organs a better change to elim- 
inate waste in a natural manner than if 
highly nitrogenous foods are used.

cines. One need not have an eruption 
upon the body to find it necessary to take 
the rice diet.

GUTTERS NEED DILING 


BY W. A. EVANS, M. D. 

The rain of yesterday created a large 
number of puddles, which, unless they 
are drained, oiled, or dosed with a larvi- 
cide, will make fine breeding places for 
thousands of mosquitoes. Street and 
roof gutters which are not kept clear 
of débris also will invite the female mos- 
quito to deposit her eggs, which soon 
will develop into full grown mosquitoes. 
In Grant park, east of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad tracks, in the sunken spaces 
between the drives of the Midway Plai- 
sance, in the unpaved streets, and a hun- 
dred other places about the city breed- 
ing pools were formed. 

Old tin cans, bottles, an@ other dis- 
carded receptacles which are not turned 
upside down will be partly filled with 
rain water, and in them myriads of mos- 
quitoes can breed. A little individual pre- 
caution can prevent the uncomfortabie 
presence of the mosquitoes. 


Dose Puddles with Oil. 
Gutters should be cleaned out, old cans 
and bottles emptied, and kerosene or 
kerosene and crude oil poured on the 
bodies of water that cannot easily be 
drained.

Weak Solutions Sufficient. 

Weak solutions are sufficient to destroy 
the young larvae rapidly, and if the solu- 
tion be made a little stronger, but still 
weak, the adult larvae will be destroyed 
in twelve to twenty-four hours.

Milwaukee, Wis., July 16.—[Special.]— 
President Underwood of the Erie railroad 
signalized his return to his native home in 
Milwauaeo for a summer vacation by de- 
claring 1n an -:nterview that the cause of 
the present business depression was auto- 
mobiies, moving picture shows, and fool 
legisiation. 

“ The automobile craze and the moving 
pictu.e habit are only one evidence of the 
existence of a human unrest, of which the 
fool lawmaking is another symptom,”’ he 
said. * The lawmakers do what the peo- 
ple want, and do it whether it is right or 
wrong. 

Did Not Try to Answer. 

“ The railroad men at first laughed at 
the hostile attitude of the people toward 
the railroads; ridiculed the claim that 
high freight rates are responsible for the 
high cost of living. They ridiculed, but 
did not try to answer. 

“ Now when it is too late to have an 
effect, the railroads are trying to tell 
the people their mistakes, make their ex- 
planations of the true conditions; but the 
public, like a dog running amuck, will not 
hear. 

“ Business depression is due to the at- 
tacks on the railroads, because legisla- 
tive interference with the railroads has 
caused them to stop all extensions. This 
is the cause of slowing up the business 
of the mines which produce ore, of the 
steel milis, which turn it into rolling stock 
and equipment for the railroads.

Epidemic Breaks Out Among 


BOARD TO INVESTIGATE. 


All Commissioners Summoned to 
Join in Inquiry. 


A new epidemic of poisoning broke out 
last Saturday at the Oak Forest infirm- 
ary. Twenty persone are said to have 
been taken ill suddenly after eating hash 
which was served at the noon luncheon, 
According to Commissioner Daniel J, 
Harris, chairman of the Oak Forest com- 
mittee, efforts were made to keep the new 
epidemic secret and he did not learn of it 
until yesterdey. 

This report, together with additional 
complaints of cruelty preferred against 
attendants by patients, caused Commis- 
sioner Harris to send notice to all county 
board members that the entire board will 
meet at the infirmary today as a commit- 
tee of the whole to continue the investiga- 
tion. Assistant State’s Attorney Ernest 
Buehler will be present. 

Simultaneously with the discovery of 
the new epidemic the advisory committee 
of the Oak Forest Tuberculosis hospital 
submitted a report to President A. A. 
McCormick praising Supt. Mullenbach of 
the infirmary and asserting that at it last 
trip of inspection, on June 18, the cOmmit- 
tee found the institution being conducted 
in an efficient and progressive manner.

weak spell caused by the New Haven 
crigis or anything else. 
New York Central has long shown a 
sort of apathetic connection with New 
Haven. The possibility of Senator Norris 
being able to persuade the attorney gen- 
eral to bring suit against the company 
under the anti-trust law for its control of 
Lake Shore also long has been held 
against the stock. 
With the payment of the Union Pa- 
cific’s extra distribution the floating sup- 
ply of Baltimore and Ohio stocks will be 
increased by 500,000 shares of the common 
and 200,000 shares of the preferred.
